Construction continues on a $3.8 mil¬ 
lion major realignment and widening of 
Bames Road in Williamstown. 

Contractors are in the process of 
building a detour road so that work can 
continue on the new roadway, said Nancy 
Wood, Kentucky Transportation Cabinet 
District 6 public information officer. 

The one-mile section will go from 
approximately the east side of the 
Interstate 75 interchange to the rail road 
tracks atArnie Risen Blvd. 

The roadway will have three-lanes 
that include a continuous center turning 
lane, improved shoulders, curb and gut¬ 
ter. Barrett Paving Materials, Inc., of 
Cincinnati, OH was awarded the con¬ 
tract. 

“This road widening project will 
improve the alignment along this grow¬ 
ing section of highway,” Rob Hans, 
Chief District Engineer for District 6, 
said when the project began in late 2011.

When there’s not a lot of money in 
a budget, there’s not much to be done, 
says Corinth Mayor Billy Hill. 

“We haven’t had any new sources 
of income, so our budget is about the 
same as last year,” Hill said. “We con¬ 
tinue to tread water.” 

Hill said the city saw a decrease in 
insurance taxes and he believes that’s 
a result of a stalled economy and 
people choosing to drop insurance 
coverage. 

“You also don’t see as many people 
watering their lawns as you used to,” 
he said. 

Corinth, which is Grant County’s 
smallest city with a population of 200, 
has a total annual budget of $63,500.

Circuit court clerks and 
Administrative Office of the 
Courts personnel served as 
presenters for the college, 
which included sessions on 
handling jury trials and 
domestic violence reports, 
records management, accounts 
receivable and personnel 
matters.

A WORD FROM OUR READERS... 

Faster-Easier-Safer Voting Machines 


Which method will you use to vote 
this fall? Would you prefer a paper 
ballot or an electronic one? In June 
2009 the Grant County Board of 
Elections purchased eScan voting 

machines from Harp Enterprises, 
Inc. in Lexington. Because the several 
hundred thousand dollars spent for 
these voting machines provided a 
paper ballot trail, funding was pro¬ 
vided by the Federal Government to 
assist states with the transition to a 
more transparent voting system. 

What is different about the newest 
eScan machine? Oddly enough, we 
are somewhat returning to the simple 
days when we made a mark by the 
candidate of our choice on a paper 
ballot. The voter makes a mark by the 
name of their preferred candidate 
behind a privacy screen. Then the 
voter places their ballot into the eScan 
scanning machine, the ballot slides 
into a scanning tray and is counted; 
the process takes just a few seconds. 

The ballot drops into a locked and 
sealed voting ballot box. What a 
simple, straight forward, quick pro¬ 
cess. The beauty of the system is, if 
election officials ever need to recount 
the eScan votes cast, these paper bal¬ 
lots are clearly marked and available 
for a recount. Paper ballots ensure 
each voter knows their vote counts 
and is counted as intended. 

We also still have the older eSlate 
voting machines used in our county 
for about ten years. These are primar¬ 
ily for visually impaired voters, as 


they have headphones attached. To 
use it, you turn a dial four times to 
enter your assigned “voting number,” 
and then again turn the dial multiple 
times to find and indicate each of the 
candidates you want to cast a vote for. 
This eSlate process takes about a min¬ 
ute versus one or two seconds for the 
eScan. 

The eSlate does NOT have a paper 
ballot backup. Election officials can¬ 
not conduct a one by one recount of 
eSlate votes. Although the primary 
incentive for purchasing the eScans 
was to provide clear paper backup for 
ballots should a recount ever be 
required, they are easier to use and 
they are faster. Therefore, the Board 
of Elections agreed to 

promote the use of the eScan, rec¬ 
ognizing some voters would feel com¬ 
fortable continuing to use the eSlate. 

Knowing this history, you can 
imagine my surprise in the May elec¬ 
tion worker“schooling” for Grant 
County conducted by Megan Harp of 
Harp Enterprises, 

Inc. when she told the election 
workers we were to “PUSH” the use 
of theeSlate voting machines in this 
election. I immediately questioned 
Harp briefly during the training and 
later afterwards, why we would “push 
use of the eSlate?” Her response was 
“It is the direction Frankfort wants to 
take”. 

In subsequent correspondence with 
our county Judge Executive and 
County Clerk, and in a June meeting 


with the Board of Elections confirmed 
no one in Frankfort is “pushing” the 
use of the eSlate, but rather leaves the 
decision up to the county. Because the 
eScan has a paper backup, is faster 
and is easier to use, the board reaf¬ 
firmed the desire to encourage the use 
of the eScan, with voters having the 
ability to use the eSlate if necessary 
or desired. 

I remember clearly how fortunate 
we were to be able to recount the 
paper ballots cast in this county dur¬ 
ing the 2010 election. Election offi¬ 
cials from each party, the candidate’s 
attorneys, and even a reporter from 
this newspaper stood by as one by one 
each paper ballot was recounted to 
validate a close election here in Grant 
County. Our procedures withstood 
scrutiny. 

Our paper ballot recount was trans¬ 
parent. I plan to attend future Board 
of Election meetings to assure clarity 
about why we procured the eScan 
voting machines. They are faster, 
easier to use and provide a paper 
backup which gives voters more 
assurance that every vote is counted 
as intended. Overall, it provides more 
transparency to our voting process. 
For voters to have confidence in our 
election system, the election process 
must be transparent. When I cast my 
vote this fall, I will use the eScan with 
a paper ballot backup. What’s your 
choice?

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Small ears may mean 
poor pollination 

I gave up growing com a long time ago; 
figured others can grow it better than me so 
why take up the space. I drive by Gallrein’s 
in Bagdad, Kentucky twice a week and their “Sweet 
Com” sign has been hung so there are no worries, 
they have the best com this side of the Mississippi. 
The com is looking good in some areas of my 
county and not so in others. The 100 degree heat 
certainly did not help with good pollination and ear 
development but there are other things that can 
cause small stalks, small ears, poor kernel 
development and other com ailments...does this 
sound like your com crop this year? Several factors 
may be at work depending on where you live and 
the amount of rainfall you have received. Drought at 
the wrong time can stunt your com crop; cold 
damage can stunt com (if you put your crop out 
early you could see a little stunting from a late 
spring cold snap) and poor drainage and poor soil 
fertility, especially nitrogen, can stunt the crop as 
well. 

Good soil, adequate nutrients 

Com needs what most other summer crops need: 
good soil and drainage, adequate nutrients and 
temperatures above 60 degrees for germination and 
growth. Com is actually a heavy feeder so healthy 
soil with some side dressing is a good idea to 
maximize the quality of harvest. Add composted 
manure when preparing the planting block and then 
follow up with a balanced fertilizer or additional 
compost every two weeks or so thereafter. 

Water needs are not excessive but irrigation (if it 
doesn’t come naturally) when the stalks begin to 
flower will promote larger ear development. The 
rest relies on cross pollination. Com flowers and 
begins to shed its pollen several days before the 
silks actually emerge. It is rare for the pollen of the 
same plant to actually fertilize itself; it usually floats 
to other plants, travels down 
the tube of the silk where it 
finally reaches the female 
flower. 

Sweet com for eating is 
one of those crops best 
grown en mass in the field. 
Good cross pollination, 
often facilitated by a breeze, 
needs to occur between 
different com plants; each 
silk that comes from the top 
corresponds directly to a 
kernel inside. If the silk 
isn’t pollinated then the 
corresponding kernel does 
not develop...pretty dam 
cool, really. The problem 
with backyard garden com is that people often just 
plant a few rows out which usually results in poor 
pollination because when the breeze hits it just 
blows the pollen over the single neighboring row 
and it pollinates nothing. In order to improve cross 
pollination and ensure a full ear of com plant large 
blocks of com instead of a few long rows. 

Deterring earworms 

The most common pest of com is the com 
earworm (and maybe a hungry bunch of raccoons!) 
The adult moth of the earworm lays her eggs on the 
silks of com. Once the eggs hatch they begin 
feeding on the silks, working their way down into 
the husk where the real prize awaits, the developing 
kernels of com. Commercial growers often use 
insecticides, but for the home gardener this is not 
necessary because there is generally only one 
earworm per ear (they eat each other if there is more 
than one). One organic approach to deterring com 
earworms is dropping a small amount of vegetable 
oil in the middle of the silks as they begin to form. 
I’ve not tried it but it is worth a shot of you have the 
problem. Com is ready to harvest when the silks 
dry and turn brown to black in color. 

Sweet com undoubtedly has high sugar content 
but it is best if it is eaten within 12 hours of harvest 
because as soon as it is picked the sugar in the com 
begins to slowly turn to starch. If you are not ready 
to eat your harvest keep it cool in the refrigerator or 
process it for freezing or canning. Many of the 
newer hybrids stay sweeter longer, however.

“This in turn will improve safety and 
provide better access to St. Elizabeth 
Hospital.” 

The project has an anticipated comple¬ 
tion date of summer 2013. 

Williamstown Mayor Rick Skinner 
said he is pleased the project is becoming 
a reality. 

With an improved Barnes Road, 
Skinner anticipates increased interest by 
businesses coming to Grant County. 

“As far as developments, I think that’s 
what was holding everything back,” he 
said. “People were just waiting to see 
how the road would turn out. It is going 
to coincide probably with the ground¬ 
breaking of the Ark. People are just sit¬ 
ting on the sidelines waiting to see if the 
Ark’s coming in. That’s prime develop¬ 
ment land for restaurants and motels and 
hotels. I think it will all come together.” 

Other than a few complaints about 
traffic moving too fast through the con¬ 
struction zone, Wood said everything has 
been smooth. 

As construction continues, only short 
term lane closures are expected, lasting 
for a day or less at a time, said Wood. 

With thousands visiting the Grant 
County Public Library monthly, the near¬ 
by construction has not impacted patrons 
in a great way so far, said Susan 
Nimersheim, director of the library. 

“Early on, some library users expressed 
concern, but we told them what we were 
told by the state and the construction 
company that we would always retain 
access throughout the project,” she said. 
“We did have to close a few hours during 
one phase, but we were able to get the 
word out to the various outlets how this 
would have an effect on our hours. The 
construction crew has been excellent to 
work with and have kept us informed.” 

Through June, 10,804 patrons came 
through the library’s doors and the circu¬ 
lation of materials was 13, 931. 

The numbers are a slight decrease 
from last year, but Nimersheim said it is 
difficult to say if the construction played 
a part or it is attributed to a 62-percent 
increase of patrons downloading items 
online through Kentucky Libraries 


Unbound. 

However, the library has made some 
changes in the past year that have allevi¬ 
ated some of the traffic in and out of its 
parking lot. 

This year, the library is able to provide 
children, teens and adults the ability to 
sign up and keep track of their reading 
online instead of in person during the 
annual Summer Reading Program. 

“This has been met with a wonderful 
response,” Nimersheim said. “There are 
so many people who would like to par¬ 
ticipate, but may have issues with trans¬ 
portation to get to our location. They are 
able to be a part of the program now.” 

The library also has been promoting its 
Outreach Services more throughout the 
county in which Ann Kimble will deliver 
materials to persons who are unable to 
physically get to the library, as well as to 
nursing homes in the county. 

The Library Express also offers two 
locations in Corinth and Crittenden where 
library card holders may have items deliv¬ 
ered to a drop box for anytime pick up. 

Once construction on Barnes Road is 
complete, the library will be placing a 
new sign in the front of its building. 

The LED sign will provide brief infor¬ 
mation concerning hours, closings, pro¬ 
gram offerings and other information. 

Although Nimersheim believes the 
completed road will be wonderful overall 
because it will be straighter, wider and 
look better, she does have concerns. 

“One concern I do have when the proj¬ 
ect is completed is the safety of people 
walking to the library,” she said. 
“Currently, we have both children and 
adults who walk to the library from the 
school and from Williamstown. As I 
understand it, the side where the library 
and DaVita is will have no sidewalks 
available. I hope that this is addressed in 
the near future.” 

“I was very disappointed when the 
state removed our direct access and 
moved it to a vacant lot of a largely 
empty retail area, since the public library 
is a destination point and is quite busy 
for most of each day of the week,” 
Nimersheim said. “When it is finished, 
we will be the only entity on the access 
road. I am still unclear how that will 
impact us.”

In the 2012-13 budget, revenues are 
as follows: 

• Property tax - $20,000 

• Motor vehicle tax - $1,200 

• Lranchise tax - $5,000 

• Insurance tax - $30,000 

• Vendors fee - $200 

• Business license - $1,000 

• Misc. income/interest - $3,100 

• Municipal aid program - $3,000 

In the city’s next year’s budget, which 
began on July 1, the major expenditures 


are predicted to be: 

• Salaries and wages (including sala¬ 
ries for the mayor, clerk and city com¬ 
missioners) - $28,200 

• Insurance - $4,000 

• Utilities - $8,000 

• Maintenance/contract or profes¬ 
sional services/legal services - $7,000 

There is no money in the budget for 
capital projects and only $100 for street 
repairs. 

“There’s no frills and no extras,” Hill 
said. “The bottom line is that services 
cost money.”
